ECOPUNK 


It’s hard to notice the little things. 

Maybe it’s ‘cuz we've spent the last umpteen years with our brains and 
emotions downloading sensory overloading mass media. Or maybe it’s ‘cuz 
we've been fed nutritionless corpa-food loaded with artificial preservatives, 
stabilizers, colorings and flavorings. Or maybe it’s ‘cuz we breathe air and drink 
water chock full o’ heavy metals and carcinogens. Or maybe it’s ‘cuz we've been 
carefully programmed into a dull sense of apathetic oblivion by years of public . 
schools and militant theists and too many bad scream-o records. But all potential 
causes aside, it’s clear that we as a culture are suffering from an acute case of 
perpetual Attention Deficit Disorder. ; 

But within the cast iron walls of this industrial death culture, who can bins 
us for not paying attention? Perhaps our lack of attention to detail is an 
evolutionary self defense mechanism to protect us from paying mind to the 
effects, side-effects, byproducts and collateral kills that surround our every 
breath. No doubt if we were to pay full attention to every little thing around us in. 
the urban Leviathan, we would probably up and die from the sheer magnitude of 
it all. 

Unfortunately, as good as this subtle coping mechanism is in the industrial 
suicide machine, it 
puts us at a distinct 
disadvantage as we 
leave the noisy-glit- 
tery-shiny hyperac- 
tive madness behind — 
us and retum to the 
Wild. Once the. 
guides andlines and 
walls of signs and 
language 
andLJhumyn contact 
fades away and we 
find ourselves face 
to face with nature 
as it has been (more 
or less) for the past 
million or So years, 
we suddenly find 
ourselves lacking a 








of a sense, that 
would allow us to 
more readily. con- 
nect with the world 
around us.CJ In a lot 
of wavs. our cultural 


the large and magnificent, the blatant and obvious and refocus our eyes and ears 
and noses and bodies onto things that are often much smaller, but just as 
important. In fact, when we overlook the smaller, more sublime things, we miss 
out on a massive amount of knowledge, not to mention some beauty that could 
rival any pristine river or huge granite peak. 

For example, in the forests around here, the massive hulks of Douglas Firs 
and sword ferns are rather obvious, but not so obvious and of equal importance 
to the ecosystems and biotic life in general are tiny root nodules on the bottoms 
of alders and lupines and ceanothus species that help suck nitrogen out of the 
atmosphere and putit into the ground where it can be obtained by flora of all sorts. 
It is easy to see the herds of elk and thick stands of aspens, but it is somewhat 
more difficult to see the mychorrizal fungi that makes biotic life even possible up 
here. When we miss out on subtle detail like this, as our death culture attitude 
driven senses are apt to do, we miss out on entire epic stories and tales from long 
ago. We miss current events classes that explain how and why things are the way 
they are in these amazing places. And because we miss these lessons, we 
oftentimes find ourselves missing huge pieces we need if we are to even come 
close to understanding the massive Natural puzzle before us. For example, on the 
land around me, the discerning eye would note thatin parts of the Ponderosa Pine 
microsystem, the standard mix of grasses and sedges is not present, but a nearly 
pure stand of Idaho Fescue is present. A couple more deep glances into the thick, 
almost vulvic bark creases of the Ponderosa Pines reveals some faint streak of 
black, the cause of which could only be one thing; fire. And when we look at the 
trees around this subtle microcosm of the area, we notice they are far less 
infected with engraver beetles and mistletoes. 

Now unless you're in forestry, this stuff doesn’t seem too important, maybe 
just extraneous details for people whose overwhelming abundance of passion 
and energy had to be directed somewhere lest they self-combust. But if we are 
really to ever return to living in harmony with nature, we must fully understand the 
ecosystems we live in and the most rudimentary details about how they function 
and progress. 

Only through a thorough and complete understanding of our Homelands can 
we fully appreciate the effects of our actions on the land and come to some sort 
of conclusion as to how best interact with it. And the number one way to come 
to these understandings is to get down and dirty and start noticing the little things. 
My favorite way to do this is to get down on my belly and stare real close at things, 
trying to visualize myself as 1/2 inch tall. From that change of perspective, tiny, 
itty bitty little things like certain lichens or epiphytes or almost invisible spiders 
can be brought to their true size in terms of importance. If it wasn’t for the tiny 
little spider, the Darlingtonia carnivorous plants wouldn't be pollinated and 
couldn't reproduce which would have a super devastating effect far down the line 
for critters as big as owls and elk. If it wasn’t for those lichens and the 
decomposing enzymes in their fungal side (afterall, lichens are part fungi and part 
algae), the carbon tied up in that fallen log wouldn’t be retumed to the soil and 
this lush forest would eventually become a desiccated, lifeless plain. In the web 
of life in which we are all bound, every single strand is important. 

Once these tiny strands in the web are recognized, we can see all the better 
how interconnected everything is, from the tiniest strand of mycelium on 


mychorriozal balls to the eight foot thick, 320’ tall Doug Firs. From the dutiful work — 


of ants and termites and maggots to the chattering flying squirrels and weasely 
fishers to the bug filled bolete mushrooms to the mohawked pileated woodpeck- 
ers, nothing is wasted, nothing is isolated, everything fits together in a solid

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And this my friends is the first step in reacquainting ourselves with the 
knowledge of old and getting off the “nasty, brutish and short” all-out-war 
state of mind and back into the thankful, respectful and conscious love for the 
Land that sustained us in the millennia before industrialism, and that can 
sustain us indefinitely from this point forth. It is simply a matter of retuming 
our senses to notice the lessons and wisdom and systems and cycles all 
around us and re-honing our lifestyles to fit these lessons in a harmonious # 
way. Afterall, the small shit does matter.

| been thinkin bout crossing the borders and crossing the lines — in my 
mind, in my house, on my block, in my neighborhood, in this city, in this state 
and country, then Canada and Mexico, and finally everywhere. My mind’s 
been going micro to macro back to micro — scaing out and backin. I’ve been 





_ thinking bout how all the borders depend on each other and are reflections of 


one another — our relationships with our neighbors show us the roots of 
foreign policy. Not like we be makin the decisions to bomb motherfuckers on 
the other side of the world from here in North Oakland, | just mean in our 
everyday actions with one another — the seeds of self destruction of the entire 
planet in how we be treatin each other in this house. 

But we be workin on it — poco a poco. The election reults came in last 
night and they say they still don’t know who the president is and | think: alright 
— where do we go from here? We can’t control who the president is, but we 
vote every minute and every day of ourlives in the actions we take. It starts right 
here in this bed I’m lying in and the dreams | had last night. We need to be living 
the revolution every day of our lives in every action and thought — every kiss 
or prayer or meal we cook for ourselves or our friends in the hood. We need 
to be revolutionaries in how we treat each other: fuck picking up a gun and 
shooting some pig if we can’t get along in our house — on our street. 

The revolution happens one block at atime and all kinds of revolutions be 
happenin all the time — what might seem like insignifigant events might later 
have huge consequences 
somewhere else. A butterfly flaps its wings and a storm happens on the other 
side of the world, we all hear that. Practice random.-acts of kindness and 
beauty, like the bumper sticker says. But what if me and my friends and their 
friends and everyone else around us started flapping our wings together? Shit 
would change. We just gotta be ready when it starts going down — it is 
essential that we be getting along and understanding one another. Figure out 
the really important words for yourself and then translate them into different 
languages that everybody can understand. We need to be practicing. con- 


_ scious acts of solidarity 


We have to start respecting ourselves and feeling good about the work we 
do. We have to get over the fears of delving into the hard stuff because thats 
where the answers really lie — deep down in the scary shit that no one in our 
community wants to talk about. When we can begin talking about our 
intemalized racism and class priviedge and fear of other people in our 
community — when we start breaking down those borders on our block — 
that when we can begin tearing down the other borders de veras. 

Lately I've been thinking a lot about gentrification and our white anarchisY 
artisactivist traveler community that has been my extended home and 
sanctuary for so many years now wherever | travel.

black, the cause of which could only be one thing; fire. And when we look at the 


— trees around this subtle microcosm of the area, we notice they are far less 


infected with engraver beetles and mistletoes. 

Now unless you're in forestry, this stuff doesn’t seem too important, maybe 
just extraneous details for people whose overwhelming abundance of passion 
and energy had to be directed somewhere lest they self-combust. But if we are 
really to ever return to living in harmony with nature, we must fully understand the 
ecosystems we live in and the most rudimentary details about how they function 
and progress. 

Only through a thorough and complete understanding of our Homelands can 
we fully appreciate the effects of our actions on the land and come to some sort 
of conclusion as to how best interact with it. And the number one way to come 
to these understandings is to get down and dirty and start noticing the little things. 
My favorite way to do this is to get down on my belly and stare real close at things, 
trying to visualize myself as 1/2 inch tall. From that change of perspective, tiny, 
itty bitty little things like certain lichens or epiphytes or almost invisible spiders 
can be brought to their true size in terms of importance. If it wasn’t for the tiny 
little spider, the Darlingtonia carnivorous plants wouldn’t be pollinated and 
couldn't reproduce which would have a super devastating effect far down the line 
for critters as big as owls and elk. If it wasn’t for those lichens and the 
decomposing enzymes in their fungal side (afterall, lichens are part fungi and part 
algae), the carbon tied up in that fallen log wouldn't be returned to the soil and 
this lush forest would eventually become a desiccated, lifeless plain. In the web 
of life in which we are all bound, every single strand is important. 

Once these tiny strands in the web are recognized, we can see all the better 
how interconnected everything is, from the tiniest strand of mycelium on 
mychorriozal balls to the eight foot thick, 320’ tall Doug Firs. From the dutiful work 
of ants and termites and maggots to the chattering flying squirrels and weasely 
fishers to the bug filled bolete mushrooms to the mohawked pileated woodpeck- 
ers, nothing is wasted, nothing is isolated, everything fits together in a solid 





system. And once we understand how interconnected everything is and exactly 
how those machinations are played out, we can better understand 

our proper niche in these ecosystems. Once we can begin to identify the potential 
effects of our actions, we can better plan our lifestyles to have minimal negative 
impacts upon everything else around us.

And to people on the outside it looks like a good 
thing — better restaurants, cleaner streets, young property owners with 
disposible incomes putting much needed capital into the community. The 
streets are “safer”. The police come when you call them. But what actually be 
goin down? The rents be goin up. There be mad kids wandering around the 
hood with nothin to do — getting into trouble, drinkin and smokin blunts, going 
to prison for bullshit because as we all know the system is set up to fuck the 
young, black, and poor. 

And suddenly those poor people don’t have a place to go — the schools 
are a mess and the prisons are creeping up like cancer. They be buildin more 
prisons everyday. Playin it straight means temp services or micky d’s and 
there be no future in that bullshit, we all know that. They not teaching skills to 
empower people and lift them out of their economic situation. They be sendin 
you to school to sitin front of acomputer so you can get used to typing useless 
data all day for their big machine. Or they be sendin you off to go kill some 
motherfucker on the other side of the world that be inthe same situation as you. 
Or they let you fall into the trap they laid (through a combination of intention 
and neglect) — slanginrock and packin a gat and then you in they prison and 
they'll make you work like your great-granddaddy on the plantion down south. 
Cept this time it ain't pickin cotton or tobacco — this time it’s factory work: 
making clothes and answering phones and putting shit into boxes. Still yous 
a Slave. 

Meanwhile, me and my white activist friends are being targeted for our 
political work — more and more of us are ending up on the other side of the 
prison bars for our comittment to challenging the system. We be getting our 
asses beat in the streets of big cities and we be havin our phones tapped and 
our pictures snapped and our records checked and our houses monitored. The 
next wave of COINTELPRO be coming and we all feel it. The Oregon prison 
system now classifys “Anarchists” as a dangerous gang. The shit me and my 
friends were talking about ten years ago in the streets of New York City is 
Starting to become part of the public dialog. We been stokin the revolutionary 
fires and now theys mad peopleto the pass the torch to — it feels good. 

We have new communication technologies that let us be talkin to our 
comrades all over the world all the time — chiquito mundo, familia grande.0) 
Alternative models are being set up and linked together. There is a movement 
of people building who want to see a radical shift in how the global economy 
functions and recognize its roots in colonialism and 
racism and war culture. We have an altemative vision based on community 
control of agriculture and medicine and housing, respect for biological and 
cultural diversity, a people united in paying our rent not to some landlord who 
lives on the other side of town, but paying our rent to the Mother Earth by taking 
care of her and being humble amidst her glorious wonders, from the food on 
our plates to the weeds growing through the cracks in the concrete outside our 
door. Even if we don’t agree on everything, we recognize thatin order to survive 
we're going to have to leam to share. Healthy regional economies and local 
support networks — taking power out of the hands of people who control the 
food and drugs (liquor stores are much closer than grocery stores round these 
parts) and putting it right back in the hands of the people in our cities and the 
farmers growing our food. A vision based on the diversity of people and ideas. 

One of the obsticles we have to have to face is that a lot of white activists 
come from subcultures that. We be havin a hard time where we grew up 
relating to other kinds of folks — even our own kinds of folks. That’s part of 
why we hang so tight together. But what that means is that a lot of times we 
ain't used to stepping outside of our little world — we go from house to house 
in our neighborhood but we ignore everybody else inbetween. We have our 
own slang and symbols and cultural . But we're good people with good ideas. 
We don't mean to be fucking shit up — we just ain't conscious of how our 
actions be affecting those around us.0

in K. Falls, thus | was 
forced to abandon my 
dreams of finally riding 
trains and stick to thumbin’ 
it on 1-5 with heated auto- 
mobiles.

The first 
time | hitchhiked alone, | 
truly felt the weight of this 
paradoxical relationship. 
| phoned my room- 
mate Scott, to tell him that 
Braxton and | had split in 
Vancouver, because | 
wanted to stay and skate- 
board and she had to get 
back to her job, thus | would be hitching to Portland solo. | wanted someone to 
know, just in case. He got really worked up over the phone, “Dammit Andria, | 
know you don’t want to hear it but... | know from experience that girls just 
shouldn't do it. | never get in a car with someone who is bigger than me, and | 
don't think | can kick their ass. You can’t kick anyone’s ass.” ‘ 
Instead of the insurance | was seeking | received a lecture. Scott’s 
paternalism might be interpreted as sweet, yet it is in fact a projection of the 
sexism that permeates our lives. His perception that his towering physique, 
tattooed skin and gender are his safety net, in turn disempowers me, as awoman, 
when | want to enjoy the same freedoms of the road.

It took a second for me to register 
what he meant, when | did my heart skipped a beat or twenty, “Oh shit! | thought, 
this man is waybigger than me.” Keeping my cool, | was able to get him to drop 
me off at the next exit.

do women have to construct their own safety nets to cope with these precarious 
situations?

Amber from Montreal starts laughing and everyone follows suit, the liquid in the 
bottle tastes like stale bread and lacks any carbonation. We drink it anyway, 
fortifying ourselves against the cold. Alcohol is interesting in that it seems to 
facilitate a lot of talking, thus story swapping went late into the night. “What's 
important is that we are-able to learn from each other.” 

A lot of the ladies had hitchhiked to the event and Amber, Jett, and Zoe had 
ridden freight trains, spurring a discussion about traveling. Many local women, 
myself included are totally mystified by the archaic notion train hopping and drill 
the others for stories. 

Amber had been ridding trains all over the country for the past year. When 
she first started out from her hometown in Canada she asked a male friend to 
show her the ropes. She giggles, her face turning as pink as her hair, as she told 
us how he had them crouching in bushes, donning black ski masks, and catching 
freighters on the fly, “It was like he was trying to be Rambo or something.” He 
was totally condescending and Amber felt pressured to prove how tough she 
was, when she felt really uncomfortable. | hear a few ladies muttering “typical’s” 
and “ain't that the truth’s,” backing up Amber's experience. After that experience 
she decided to ride the rails with other women only, encouraging all us virgins 
of the lines to get out there and give it a shot. 

Three days later I'm hugging ladies good-bye, | want to cry but I’m not sad. 
1 am instilled with new confidence and ready to stumble own some new roads. 
The solid network that we have collectively established is reinforced by a list 
being circulated. Before leaving each woman if offered the opportunity to sign 
in a notebook in which they give their address, what skill they have, what they 
want to learn, and a contact number. This will later be complied and sent out to 
all the participants so that when traveling we have contact numbers of other 
women who will welcome each other into their homes. The list is a tangible 
reminder of that we actively weave our own safety nets. It is important to 
remember that we are not pioneers of this sort of organizing: 

“Most of the women, wives and sweethearts and trailers of that camp (an 
anarchist cooperative], many of them new to the road, but some of them old time 
hoboes hitchhiked to New York, with me, for the Women's Hoboes’ Convention. 
The result of it were plans for the Women's Hobo College. Every station. for 


from early symptoms of Depression. Post World War | America was the 
tromping ground for an estimated 500, 000 to 2 million hoboes, 1/10 of which 
were women. The rich and rowdy hobo history has been all but lost beneath 
a mainstream curriculum of foreign wars and domestic economic triumph. 
The forgotten world is unearthed by Boxcar, the hobo, whore, anarchist, 


wobblie, star-gazer, free lover, social worker, child and mother. Reading her 


book puts a lot of the issues that we talked about at the skill share into historical 
perspective. 

Undoubtedly Boxcar’s peers were in dire need the space created by the 
Women’s Hobo Convention It is easy to romanticize the hoboing in the thirties, 
from accounts like Woody Guthrie's Bound for Glory, which depicts a 
landscape dotted with hobo camps where men and women shared cans of 
beans and sour mash. Yet in the January 1, 1930 issue of the New Republic 
an article “Lady Hoboes” paints a different picture. The author, 
Samuel Milton Elam, a hobo himself wrote about his encoun- 
ters with women on trains. “It was dark by that time, but | 
located the car | had got out of and pitched myself in.

It looked like we were stranded, when out of nowhere an angel of awoman 
pulled her jeep to the roadside and hollered “You girls better get in here before 
some creep gets hold of ya.” Our savior was a stripper from Portland with the 
longest fingernails I'd ever seen and a three-year-old kid. We talked the whole 
200 miles about how to deal with dangerous situations with men. She said all 
the women at the club where she dances at look out for each other, the boss 
won't do it, so they formed their own support group. 

Female solidarity is integral to ladies trying to forge their own paths and 
establish that they can be self-sufficient. Traveling was a declaration of 
autonomy for lvy when she first started out as a teenager, “It was all about 
doing something that seemed impossible and making it possible.” A few 
weeks ago | met her at the Youth Outreach Center where she works to discuss 
her experiences and my thesis for this piece. While she stitched together her 
adventures on freight trains | stared at her mug shot taken almost a decade 
ago, when she was pulled off a boxcar that carried her on her maiden journey, 
by a bull (trainyard cop) in Eugene. Ivy is amazing, her intense blue eyes light 
up and she draws me into the story of how she rode from Oakland to Miami 
by herself in ‘93, when she was seventeen. “Everyone was telling me how 
to do it, but! wasn’t hearin’ it. | did it my own way, it was ridiculous. | had two 
huge backpacks, a knife and a bottle of ppnaern Comfort, but at least it was 
my own, ridiculous.”

Meanwhile, me and my white activist friends are being targeted for our 
political work — more and more of us are ending up on the other side of the 
prison bars for our comittment to challenging the system. We be getting our 
asses beat in the streets of big cities and we be havin our phones tapped and 
our pictures snapped and our records checked and our houses monitored. The 
im next wave of COINTELPRO be coming and we all feel it. The Oregon prison 
system now classifys “Anarchists” as a dangerous gang. The shit me and my 
friends were talking about ten years ago in the streets of New York City is 
Starting to become part of the public dialog. We been stokin the revolutionary 
fires and now theys mad peopleto the pass the torch to — it feels good. 

We have new communication technologies that let us be talkin to our 
comrades all over the world all the time — chiquito mundo, familia grande.C) 
Alternative models are being set up and linked together. There is a movement 
of people building who want to see a radical shift in how the global economy 
functions and recognize its roots in colonialism and 
racism and war culture. We have an altemative vision based on community 
control of agriculture and medicine and housing, respect for biological and 
cultural diversity, a people united in paying our rent not to some landlord who 
lives on the other side of town, but paying our rent to the Mother Earth by taking 
care of her and being humble amidst her glorious wonders, from the food on 
our plates to the weeds growing through the cracks in the concrete outside our 
door. Even if we don't agree on everything, we recognize thatin order to survive 
we're going to have to leam to share: Healthy regional economies and local 
support networks — taking power out of the hands of people who control the 
food and drugs (liquor stores are much closer than grocery stores round these 
parts) and putting it right back in the hands of the people in our cities and the 
farmers growing our food. A vision based on the diversity of people and ideas. 

One of the obsticles we have to have to face is that a lot of white activists 
come from subcultures that. We be havin a hard time where we grew up 
relating to other kinds of folks — even our own kinds of folks. That’s part of 
why we hang so tight together. But what that means is that a lot of times we 
ain't used to stepping outside of our little world — we go from house to house 
in our neighborhood but we ignore everybody else inbetween. We have our 
own slang and symbols and cultural . But we're good people with good ideas. 
We don't mean to be fucking shit up — we just ain't conscious of how our 
actions be affecting those around us. And thus we perpetuate the cycle of 
gentrification. 

But we all be gettin kicked out our neighborhoods by the gentry just like 
everyone else. So what do we do? Lets scale back our vision for a minute 
and before we be talkin bout overthrowing the whole global economic 
system, lets start by walking around our hood and getting to know our 
neighbors. Lets share some food. Lets try to find some common ground.

Before leaving each woman if offered the opportunity to sign 
in a notebook in which they/ give their address, what skill they have, what they 
want to learn, and a contact number. This will later be complied and sent out to 
all the participants so that when traveling we have contact numbers of other 
women who will welcome each other into their homes. The list is a tangible 
reminder of that we actively weave our own safety nets. It is important to 
remember that we are not pioneers of this sort of organizing: 

“Most of the women, wives and sweethearts and trailers of that camp [an 
anarchist cooperative], many of them new to the road, but some of them old time 
hoboes hitchhiked to New York, with me, for the Women's Hoboes’ Convention. 
The result of it were plans for the Women’s Hobo College. Every station, for 
women of the road, we planned, should have cleaning and repair rooms for 
clothing... A room with ail the facilities for writing letters and receiving mail... 
There should be alibrary, too, with books and magazines particularly specializing 
inthe problems of women. There was to be in each station a personal counselor, 
to give friendly advice in problems of love, economics and birth control and 
pregnancy,” reads a passage out of The Autobiography of Boxcar Bertha. 

Boxcar story takes place in America’s landscape of the 1930's, suffering 


doing something that seemed impossible and making it possible.” A few 
weeks ago | met her at the Youth Outreach Center where she works to discuss 
her experiences and my thesis for this piece. While she stitched together her 
adventures on freight trains | stared at her mug shot taken almost a decade 
ago, when she was pulled off a boxcar that carried her on her maiden journey, 
by a bull (trainyard cop) in Eugene.

— "This fall is a strange one for me. For the first time in my 
adult life, | can look back upon an entire growing 
season and insert myself in the scene through every 
phase. | have moved constantly, sometimes without 
direction, and always erratically. Sometimes | am 
somewhere long enough to put down roses in Febru- 
ary, but gone in early May-before | could see them 
bloom. Othertimes | have moved into anew placerea 
inthe fall and sat around anxious for spring to come so 
| could start a vegetable garden, only to find myself in 
an entirely new place in the spring, too busy unpacking 
and settling in to bother with tilling and planting. 
Spending the last several months without shuffling 
around has finally given me the chance to do alot of the 
things | have wanted to, and in the process | have 
learned so much. | know now that even if | do move 
again, the seasons and timing will not dictate how | 
garden as before. 


vegetables. | dug up the sod, tumed over the soil, and 
brought in some purchased soil and humus and 
worked that into the ground. As | was waiting for 
planting time to begin, | found a book atthe local library 
Called “Square Foot Gardening” by Mel Bartholomew. 
The idea behind square foot gardening is that by planting things in close together 
in compact areas, you can minimize the space required, the work entailed, and 
the waterused. lused this idea and some of the general information from the book 
for my vegetable plot, and have been very pleased with the results. 


CICIC) As | was laying down my seeds and seedlings, my mother sent me a book 


called “Lasagna Gardening” by Patricia Lanza. Lasagna gardening is simply a 
way of building up fertile beds of soil from organic materials, rather than digging 
up sod and tilling soil. | decided to use this method for a few small beds in my 
yard, and again, was very pleased with the results. Because lasagna gardening 
is very simple and quick to do, you can realistically have a garden bed built and 
planted in a day. So much for waiting for next Spring, right? As long as there isn’t 
too much snow onthe ground, you can even put lasagna beds in during the winter 
and have them ready for the early spring crop. 

COO If you’ve never gardened be 
fore and felt overwhelmed by the 
effort involved, incorporating these 
two methods may be what you've 
been needing to simplify the pro- 
cess and make the project a possi- 
bility. And if you've already got a 
garden going, you certainly may 
want to consider giving these ideas 

a try in the future. Both of these 
books are widely available, and can 
likely be found at your local library. 
However, the basic ideas are very _

Preparing your garden: 

* Begin by deciding what space 
you have for growing things. Itmay — 
only be a-patch of lawn, a-corner of. « 
a yard, or large containers. Gather 
materials suchas scavenged wood, : 
bricks, rocks, or even large dis- 
carded tires. You will need to build 


up a sort of container for whatever DE AT mn AD 
space you will be planting in.

should be about 18 inches, but if 
they are higher or a little lower than 
that, that will be fine. Stack the 
bricks or pieces of wood up, making a border for the area, This does not need to

wood ashes, sawdust, hay. You will need some good soil, so you may want 
to purchase that at a lawn and garden center. You may also want to purchase 
some humus or peat moss, which is very inexpensive. 

* Begin layering the materials in the contained area you have made. | 
personally don’t think it matters what order you do this in. For instance, you 
could begin by laying down some newspaper, spreading a layer of dead 
leaves, then some organic soil, then a layer of grass clippings, more dead 
leaves, some hay and then another layer of soil and so on, until it-all amounts 
to about a foot and a half. Try to alternate light materials with heavy materials 
so there will be gaps for air-this is wear humus and peat moss can be useful. 
You do always want to have a good thick layer of soil on the topmost layer, ‘ 
as this will help hold any plants you put in, or will make the right bed for seeds 
you plant. 

* Now, depending on the time of yearitis, you can plant in your bed right away, 
or you Can let it sit for weeks or even months. While | have planted in a bed 
like this right away and had great results, the longer you let it sit (especially 
if it is through a transitional phase of two seasons like winter to spring) the 
more the layers will have broken down, thereby creating‘eleasing lots of 
terrific nutrients. 


Planting your garden: 

*LJ You don't have to treat planting in any special way when you use lasagna 
beds. Seeds will do just fine, and to add small plants, just dig a hole in there 
and plop it down. This is where you can utilize the theory of “square foot 
gardening”, though. 

The idea behind this is that it makes no sense at all to plant long rows of 
plants, which only take up space and do not utilize water well at all. By planting 
things close together in small areas, you will be weeding and watering in a 
much more contained area, thereby saving yourself time and not wasting 
water by having to irrigate or let water run idly between rows and just drain 
away. 

So never mind what the seed packets say. Measure the beds you have 
created, and mark them into foot square areas with sticks or little rocks to 
Serve as guides. Below is a list of how many plants per variety you can fit in 
a square foot. However, you don’t have to have all one type of plant in any | 
given square foot-you can mix things up and have one lettuce plant with twelve 
onions, or eight carrots with eight radishes. Plant what you want and what you 
think you will need, and play around with the idea of how the plants might look 
(vegetable gardens can be beautiful!) and the heights of plants among the 
others. Plant tall growing plants towards the back of beds built near walls so 
they won't block the sun from the little guys, you know? If you are planting a 
large bed, you may wantto allow for a walk way so you can get to all the plants 
for weeding, watering and picking. 


Carrots: 16 plants per square foot; Radish: 16 plants per square foot x 


Onions: 16 plants per square foot; Lettuce: 4 plants per square foot 
Cauliflower: 1 plant per square foot; Broccoli: 1 plant per square foot 
Peppers (all varieties): 1 plant per

All that in an apartment on Maryland avenue that was probably 8 blocks away 
from where my daughter now goes to school. (It wasn’t there back then) The 
GreenMount School! | am so indebted to that school. | can breathe better now 
because my daughter goes to GMC. For me, it’s a community, where people 
with loosely based similar goals work together to create something that didn’t 
exist before.

C00 This last spring | set about planting a new plot for 
vegetables. | dug up the sod, tumed over the soil, and 
brought in some purchased soil and humus and 
worked that into the ground. As | was waiting for 
planting time to begin, | found abook atthe local library 
called “Square Foot Gardening” by Mel Bartholomew. 
The idea behind square foot gardening i is that by planting things in close together 
in compact areas, you can minimize the space required, the work entailed, and 
the water used. l used this idea and some of the generalinformation from the book 
for my vegetable plot, and have been very pleased with the results. 

CLIC) As | was laying down my seeds and seedlings, my mother sent me a book 
called “Lasagna Gardening” by Patricia Lanza. Lasagna gardening is simply a 
way of building up fertile beds of soil from organic materials, rather than digging 
up sod and tilling soil. | decided to use this method for a few small beds in my 
yard, and again, was very pleased with the results. Because lasagna gardening 
is very simple and quick to do, you can realistically have a garden bed built and 
planted in a day. So much for waiting for next Spring, right? As long as there isn’t 
too much snow onthe ground, you can even put lasagna beds in during the winter 
and have them ready for the early spring crop. 

QOD If you've never gardened be- 
fore and felt overwhelmed by the 
effort involved, incorporating these 
two methods may be what you've 
been needing to simplify the pro- 
cess and make the project a possi- 
bility. And if you've already got a 
garden going, you certainly may 
want to consider giving these ideas 
a try in the future. Both of these 
books are widely available, and can 
likely be found at your local library. 
However, the basic ideas are very — 
straight forward and simple, so you 
don't even need the book to get 
started with them. 


Preparing your garden: 

* Begin by deciding what space 
you have for growing things. It may 
only be a-patch of lawn, acorner of. 
a yard, or large containers. Gather 
materials suchas scavenged wood, ' 
bricks, rocks, or even large dis- - 
carded tires. You will need to build 
up a sort of container for whatever 
space you will be planting in. Ide- 
ally, the walls of your container 
should be about 18 inches, but if 
they are higher or a little lower than 
that, that will be fine. Stack the 
bricks or pieces of wood up, making a border for the area. This does not need to 
be perfect-slight gaps and small holes are fine. If you choose to use aready made 
container (such as atlarge barrel), either knock out the bottom, or make plenty 
of holes for drainage. If you are using an area that is a cultivated lawn, lay down 
several layers (at least 8 sheets) of newspaper, overlapping the edges, to cover 
the entire area you will be containing and growing in to kill off the grass. 

* Collect organic materials. You will need a variety of things, and the more variety 
you have, the better. Look for: Grass clippings, dead leaves, composted soil, 
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The idea behind this is that it makes no sense at all to plant long rows of 
plants, which only take up space and do not utilize water well at all. By planting 
things close together in small areas, you will be weeding and watering in a 
much more contained area, thereby saving yourself time and not wasting 
water by having to irrigate or let water run idly between rows and just drain 
away. 

So never mind what the seed packets say. Measure the beds you have | 
created, and mark them into foot square areas with sticks or little rocks to 
Serve as guides. Below is a list of how many plants per variety you can fit in 
a square foot. However, you don't have to have all one type of plant in any 
given square foot-you can mix things up and have one lettuce plant with twelve 
onions, or eight carrots with eight radishes. Plant what you want and what you 
think you will need, and play around with the idea of how the plants might look 
(vegetable gardens can be beautiful!) and the heights of plants among the 
others. Plant tall growing plants towards the back of beds built near walls so 
they won't block the sun from the little guys, you know? If you are planting a 
large bed, you may wantto allow for a walk way so you can get to all the plants 
for weeding, watering and picking. 


Carrots: 16 plants per square foot; Radish: 16 plants per square foot * 

Onions: 16 plants per square foot; Lettuce: 4 plants per square foot 

Cauliflower: 1 plant per square foot; Broccoli: 1 plant per square foot 
Peppers (all varieties): 1 plant per 
square foot; Cucumber: 2 plants per

Be sure to rotate your crops every year-for instance, don't 
plant broccoli in the same place you did last year. It may be useful to draw a 
map of your garden and what is planted where for future reference. 


@ MAKE YOUR OWN GARDEN STEPPING STONES 


This is a very simple project that is a nice way to personalize and beautify 
your garden, and would also make a very nice gift, | think. 

Pick up some Quick Dry Cement from your local hardware store or garden 
center. We bought a 60Ib bag for about $6.00. Then gather up some cake pans. 
| used some cheap biscuit pans that are eleven inches by seven inches, but you 
can use any shape or size of pan. I've heard of people using carry out pizza 
boxes instead of cake pans, so that is a possibility, as well. You will also need 
some non stick cooking spray or cooking oil. And you'll probably want some 
neat things to decorate with, too. We used polished river rocks to make designs 
with, but you could also use broken bits of tile or china, coins, beads, or other 
little trinkets. 

- Spray the pans with non stick cooking spray or coat with cooking oil. 
- Inalarge bucket or other container, mix the cement with water according to 
package directions. Pour the cement into the cake pans about a half inch from 
the top of the pan. Gently tap the bottom of the pan on a hard flat surface to level 
out the cement. 
- Press rocks or whatever you decide to decorate the stepping stones with into 
the wet cement. Make sure they are pressed firmly in so they will stay put under 
foot traffic. 
- Allow the cement to dry for at least twenty four hours. To remove the stepping 
stones from the molds, just turn them over on some grass and tap the backs 
of the pans.

OUR HEALTH 


A lot of us have very valid reasons to be concerned with how our food is 
grown, what we eat, or choose to put in or on our bodies. Recently | have 
become thoroughly stunned at how little people pay attention and give thought 
to how that food is cooked. If you enjoy your organic, dairy free, vegetable 
filled burrito wraps with a healthy dose of radiation, | Suppose this column 
won't distress you too terribly much. 

| haven't used a microwave in over 3 years, and before then, | suppose 
much like everyone else, never put much thought into how they worked, or 
exactly what they did to me, or my food. | just assumed that as long as your 
food gets warm, it doesn’t really matter what methods you use to heat it. Ah; 
but this is not the case. In conventional heating methods, such as the Over, 
heat transfers from the outside to the inside. In microwave ovens the heating 
is reversed, Starting from the inside and transferring outwards. Microwaves 
work by forcing molecules and atoms within the food to completely reverse 
polarity billions of times per second, causing the food to heat by severe 
friction. this friction completely changes the molecular structure of the food, 
and actually forms new compounds not naturally known to man, or our world, 
called radiolytic compounds. 

Now that you know in very simple terms how they work, you may (or may 
not) be surprised to know that microwaves are actually used specifically for 
the weakening of cell membranes in gene altering technology. The micro- 
waves are so forceful that the cells are actually broken and somewhat 
destroyed, which | suppose would be great if you're a scientist into gene 
manipulation. With food, along with those broken cells, the life force and 
nutrient quality is severely destroyed as well. - 

On a personal note, my great friend Jeff's mom enjoys having her coffee 
heated in the microwave. Whenever | happen to be talking on the phone with 
him, we always know when she’s heating her coffee because the phone cuts 
off and gets static-y. We have experimented many times, only to find that the 
microwave is the only thing that makes his phone fritz out. If you thought that 
was creepy, there is more to come. 
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RECLAIMING 
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microwaves lesson the bodies ability to absorb and utilize certain vitamins and 
minerals (especially B-vitamins which are ci essential to all yon loopy 
vegans and veggies out there) but have se . — 
also been known to cause cancerous 
growths in the intestines and colon as well 
as weaken the lymphatic system, an es- 
sential element to keeping our immune 
systems functioning properly and riding 
our bodies of cancerous growths. 

So do you ever notice how your food 
just doesn’t look, smell, or taste the same 
after cooking it in a microwave, as it does 
when cooked conventionally? Do you 
notice how you don’t quite feel as great 
after consuming food cooked in one? | 
started paying.attention to that one day, 
and it was really amazing to note the 
differences. 

in 1989, a Swiss food scientist and 

biologist by the name of Hans Hetel con- 
ducted an intense study on the effects of 
microwaves on the human body. Along 
with his assistant, Dr. Bernard Blanc, and 
six others lived in a controlled environ- 
mentfor eight weeks, eating foods cooked 
conventionally as wellas from microwave 
ovens, with blood samples being taken 
throughout. Their findings with the group 
consuming microwaved foods wererather . 
significant, major variations in the blood 
were noted, suchas HDL andLDL choles- 
terol levels and hemoglobin levels chang- 
ing significantly s well as short term low- 
ering of white blood cell levels. Upon 
these and other findings from the study, in 
1993, the Swiss association of Dealers 
for Elecroapparatuses for Households and . 
Industry (FEA) were able to persuade the Swiss Gov't to issue a gag order on 
Hertel and Blanc, ordering them to never speak about the dangers of microwdves, 
or to face heavy fines and prison terms if broken. Luckily in 1998, the European 
Court of human Rights overturned and lifted that gag order, stating that there had 
been a isolation of Hertel’s rights. If there is really nothing wrong, or dangerous 
about microwave ovens, obviously the FEA would not have felt the need to try and 
shut Hans Hertel up. It also makes one wonder just how agg we really DON't 
know. 

| haven't used a microwave for so long, | don’t even think about it anymore. 
| don’t mind waiting a few extra minutes for my food to cook, and really, no one 
is in that much of a hurry. 

| have alot more in-depth information about the dangers of microwaves and 
specifically on the study conducted by Hans Hertel, if anyone wants more to read, 
please feel to contact me!
